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REPORT OF IOWA WESLEYAN COLLEGE. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

Iowa Wesleyan College is happy to report the most successful 
year in its history. There has been the largest enrollment, the 
largest class graduated, a summer school has been held with 140 
in attendance, and for the second time in succession the Iowa 
Wesleyan representative has won the State Oratorical Contest; 
$1500 has been pledged to the college endowment, and $1500 per 
year for five years has been subscribed to the Sustaining Fund. 
The chapel has been redecorated at a cost of $600. Arrangements 
have been made to inauguarate courses in Domestic Science and 
Agriculture at the opening of the Fall Semester. 

The demands made upon the college both by the requirements 
of the State of Iowa and the competition of institutions fostered 
by sister denominations, willing apparently to educate our young 
people in the hope of their future church allegiance, increase year 
by year. There is an imperative need of an increased permanent 
income of $10,000 per year. Whether the school is to continue in 
Class A of Iowa Colleges and continue to furnish the leaders in 
Church and State the college has hitherto furnished, or whether it 
is to impair its influence and imperil its very existence by drop- 
ping to Class B, depends upon the increase of its endowment, the 
immediate rallying of its alumni and friends to the support of the 
Sustaining Fund and the increase this coming year of the Confer- 
ence Educational Collection to $15,000. There is no place in Iowa 
for a second-rate college, nor will the Iowa Conference indorse a 
Class B institution. Nihil nisi- optima. 

Knowing your courage and wisdom in constructive policies, 
and your devotion to Christian Education, we are bold to ask, 
through you, that our congregations contribute an aggregate of 50 
cents per member, and that in all possible ways we join to put the 
increased support of Iowa Wesleyan as a duty and privilege upon 
the rich cities and prosperous communities that compose the Iowa 
Conference. 

The college is grateful to record that all four of the District 
Superintendents of the Iowa Conference are alumni of the col- 
lege. Their loyalty and ability put the Conference and the church 
in debt to the College.

FOURTH DAY 

Saturday, September 5th, 1914. 

Conference convened at 8:30 a. m., the devotional service 
being conducted by Bishop Shepard. 

Journal.— The minutes of the previous day were read and 
approved as read. 

Committee .—Ovs. motion of A. M. Smith the following com- 
mittee of five on Sabbath Observance was appointed: David

Smith. 

Credentials. — C. L. Tennant announced that the credentials 
of T. G. Harper, formerly a Local Elder, have been received. 
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Church Funds.— On motion of C. L. Tennant it was ordered 
that the proceeds of the sale of the Methodist Episcopal church 
at Rome, loaned to the Kingston Methodist Episcopal church, 
be donated to that church and the note of that church returned 
at the expiration of the five year period. 

Sale of Church.— On motion of C. L. Tennant the Confer- 
ence authorized the sale of the Salina Methodist Episcopal 
church. 

Loan.^On motion of C. L. Tennant it was ordered that the 
$275.00 from the sale of the Salina church be loaned to the Fair- 
field Circuit trustees for the period of five years without interest, 
for the purpose of building a parsonage; the loan to be made on 
condition that the said trustees proceed to build or buy within 
the next four months. 

Order of the Day.— The order of the day was called and ques- 
tion thirty-six was taken up: “Where shall the next Conference 
be held?” In behalf of the church at Knoxville an invitation was 
extended by G. L. Minear, and in behalf of the church at Center- 
ville by J. A. Glendinning. Representation was made as fol- 
lows: For Knoxville by G. L. Minear and J. S. Bellamy; for 
Centerville by J. A. Glendinning and J. M. Beck. 

By vote of the Conference the invitation from Centerville 
was accepted. And on motion of J. C. Kendrick the vote for 
Centerville was made unanimous. 

Order of the Day.— The order of the day was called and E. E. 
Lymer made a partial report for the Committee on Education as 
follows: 

“After prayerful consideration of the importance of Iowa Wes- 
leyan College to the ministry and membership and church in 
Southeastern Iowa, and a prolonged joint conference with the 
Bishop and Superintendents and having in view the urgent needs 
of a sustaining fund for the college until a larger endowment fund 
can be secured and funds already in hand can be made productive: 
resolved: 

“First— That we increase the Conference collection for educa- 
tion to the sum of $18,000.00, and apportion to each charge 50 cents 
per member according to our resolutions of 1912 and 1913. 

“Second— That in order to make certain the full realization of 
this siim for a term of five years we authorize a Conference cam- 
paign during this year in the month of November, and we press 
the District Superintendents to nominate a committee of ten mem- 
bers of the Conference from each district to co-operate with the 
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Superintendents and the College officers in securing pledges from 
each charge to the amount of at least 50 cents per member. 

“Third— That we request the College to continue to furnish 
beneficiary scholarships to students approved as deserving by the 
Quarterly Conferences in those charges raising the apportionment 
of 50 cents per member in full. 

“Fourth — That we express to Bishop Shepard our hearty 
thanks for his promise of personal co-operation with the commit- 
tees of the four districts, accept such service as he'may be able to 
render, with the highest appreciation, and in view of his counsels 
and sympathetic knowledge of our plans and needs request the 
Board of Bishops to reassign him to the Iowa Conference for the 
remaining year of the quadrennium.”

After discussion Bishop Shepard requested those who would 
approve the resolutions, especially the first one, to stand, and 
while the Conference stood the Bishop led in prayer. 

Resolutions.— On motion of E. A. Schell the following reso- 
lutions were adopted: 

“Inasmuch as the publishing agents and book committee have 
reduced the size of the Northwestern Christian Advocate, the 
representative Methodist paper of the great central and northwest 
sections of our country, from 32 to 24 pages, and this reduction has 
occurred in the middle of the fiscal year, and in the midst of a 
campaign for increased subscriptions and before the financial 
effect of the lower price ordered by the General Conference can be 
fully tested, and inasmuch as this seems to us a violation of the 
contract made in taking subscriptions for a 32 page paper and the 
implied instructions of the General Conference to maintain the 
publication undiminished in size during the quadrennium and 
makes an impression that our religious periodicals are conducted 
for commercial reasons and not for the pastoral and evangelical 
help they afford. 

“Resolved, First— That we hereby express our dissent from 
the wisdom of this policy and declare it in our judgment untimely 
and unwarranted. 

“Second— That we appoint a committee of two members of the 
Conference to request Hon. H. M. Havner, member of the Book 
Committee, to immediately voice our sense of disappointment and 
disapproval to the publishing agents, and to present to the annual 
meeting of the Book Committee our protest at this lowering of 
Methodist standards and ideals.” 

Question Eleven . — Question eleven was resumed and name of 
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Alfred Barker was called; his character was passed, the Regis- 
trar reported, he was passed from the course of studies and 
elected to Elder’s orders.

S. Smith reported the meeting of the 
Joint Commission on Union of the Iowa and Des Moines Confer- 
ences. (See Reports.) And on his motion the following reso- 
lution was adopted: 

Be it resolved, that we petition the General Conference of 
1916 to grant through the Committee on Boundaries an enabling 
act by which the merger of the Iowa and Des Moines Confer- 
ences may be effected. 

hitroduced. — E. B. Houk, Endowment Secretary of the 
Illinois Conference; C. L. Baxter of the Des Moines Conference 
and President of the Iowa Public Welfare League; W. T. Gra- 
ham, M. D., Superintendent of the Iowa Methodist Hospital; H.

DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS' REPORTS 
BURLINGTON DISTRICT 

Bishop and Brethren: 

In bringing this my fourth report in district v/ork I am grate- 
ful to CSk)d for the blessings that have attended our work through the 
year. 1 have been able to meet all my appointments so far as my 
health has been concerned, and while a number of both preachers 
and wives of preachers have been seriously sick, some of whom were 
necessitated to go to the hospital for operations, yet death has not 
visited any of our homes, and the said afflictions have with but one 
exception, scarcely interfered with the work of the charges. 

CHANGES IN PASTORS — At Valley Church early in the year I 
released the student pastor and gave him Charleston instead, and 
picked up Paul S. Apfel, a converted Jew, v/ho had had experience 
in Salvation Army work, and put him at Valley. He has done very good 
work and will be up for admission to conference. The first of May 
Dr. Eugene Allen of First Church Burlington, and Dr. G. D. Cle- 
worth of Anderson, Indiana, exchanged, and after but five weeks of 
service Dr. Cleworth was stricken with paralysis and was forced to 
give up the work, and Dr. W. H. Heppe of the Southwest Kansas 
Conference was secured to supply the work until conference. He 
has so greatly pleased the people of Burlington that First Church is 
now asking that he become their pastor. 

BUILDINGS AND IMPROVEMENTS— Batavia has expended $1325 
during the year in remodeling the parsonage, the County Line church, 
and some improvements on the church at Batavia. 

Birmingham made a cellar under the parsonage, and otherwise 
improved it, and shingled the church, costing in all something over 
$300. 

Burlington First redecorated the church, put in new carpet, fit- 
ted up a room in the church for the Sabbath School secretary, re- 
built the pipe organ, and made some repairs on the parsonage at- 
a total cost of $1875. 

Burlington Grace started out during the last conference year to 
raise $5,000 to pay debts and to make some necessary repairs, and 
at the last session of the conference had about $4,000 pledged, and 
since that report they have secured enough in subscriptions to reach 
more than the $5,000, more than a fourth of which has been paid 
in and expended on repairs and debts. 

Harrison Avenue put $140 into a new furnace. 

Burlington Circuit — At Shiloh church an acre of ground was 
purchased at a cost of $200, to give room for the autos, and Spring 
Grove appointment purchased an acetylene light plant for the church 
at a cost of $60. 

Danville church put in a new furnace, the parsonage was painted 
and some new seats were purchased for Long Creek church at a 
cost to the charge of $375. 

Donnellson with the money reported secured in my last report 
has bought a new house for a parsonage, and has $200 on hand for 
a barn. 

Fairfield First church has raised and paid a debt on heating plant 
of $2231.37, and has put $250 of improvements on the parsonage, and 
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$600 in new carpet for the church and repairs on the church floor 
and roof. 

Fairfield Circuit — Old Salina church on this charge had been 
forsaken so far as a preaching place is concerned for a number of 
■''^oars, the members having been transferred lo three other of the 
appointments on this charge. Early in the year th ) trustees were 
offered $275 for it, and by the action of the quarterly conference it was 
sold, and the money deposited in the bank in Fairfield. 

Ft. Madison First expended $25 on papering the parsonage. 

Ft. Madison Santa Fe Avenue was dedicated the 23rd of Decem- 
ber, by Dr. Parr, after having raised the necessary funds to com- 
plete the enterprise. The cost of the church, aside from the organ, 
was $19,379.77, the cost of the organ was $1,750, making the total 
cost of the enterprise $21,129,77. There will be a debt of $7,000, all 
or nearly all of which has been provided for by subscriptions. 

Hillsboro Charge — Big Mound Church expended $50 in new ce- 
ment walks. Glasgow has remodeled the church and put in new 
seats, or rather purchased the seats of the German Chapel from the 
College, which were practically as good as new. The total expense 
was about $325. 

Keokuk early in the year had Bishop Bristol for a Sabbath, 
and raised $1,600, and the pastor secured enough to pay $2,000 on 
their debt, reducing the debt to $10,000, which they have borrowed 
from the Board of Church Extension with the privilege of paying 
$2,000 a year for five years. I believe they have about $6,000 of the 
Ho,000 subscribed. 

Libertyville cburch has on subscription $750 for an addition to 
the church making more room for Sabbath School work, and for 
social purposes. Mt. Zion appointment has purchased new seats 
at a cost of $365. 

Mediapolis has improved the church by putting water into the 
church, a toilet, an electric lighting system, and repapered the par- 
sonage at a total cost of $460. 

Montrose reshingled the church and painted the church, costing 
$225.00. 

Mt. Pleasant First Church has reduced her indebtedness during 
the year $2,500, and $500 in repairs and improvements. | 

Mt. Pleasant Circuit spent $28 on papering the parsonage. ; 

Mt. Union Church is adding two Sabbath School rooms, and i 

has so arranged the basement of the church that they have a kitchen 5 

and dining room for social purposes. The cost will be about $1100. | 

New London early in the fall sold the old parsonage for $2,325 | 

and built a new one on the corner of the church lot at a cost of $3,200, f 

which has been paid. This spring the Question of a new church was \ 

taken up and after some canvassing of the matter it was determined 
to try for a new church. The pastor made a canvass and secured 
in the neighborhood of $15,000, and a plan has been adopted and the 
church started. While there has been no general contract let, yet 
the committee expect to complete the building for about $20,000. 

Newport — Fairview was finally secured from the Methodist Pro- 
testant people for $500, We secured $200 of this money from the , 

Church Extension Society, and sold the cemetery ground to the town- f 

ship for another $200, and raised the other $100 from the commun- 
ity which had so recently built and paid for the church. Northfield 
church is being resbingled and papered at a cost of $200. . 

Stockport spent $125 in improvements. 

Salem expended over $60 in improvements on the parsonage. 
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West Burlington put in electric lights and some minor improve- 
ments at an expense of about $100. The lights are to be paid for 
on the monthly installment plan. 

Winfield expended $35 on parsonage repairs. 

Yarmouth is remodeling the church and getting new pews, and 
fitting up a basement. The cost will be $3500. They have secured 
$2500 in subscriptions. 

CHURCH ORGANIZATIONS — There has been a growing inter- 
est in both our Sabbath School and Epworth League work through- 
out the district. Our Second District Conference was practically 
given over to Sabbath School Institution work conducted by Ernest A. 
Miller, and Harry C. Wilson from the General Office, and O. G. Or- 
cutt, our State Field Secretary. The District Epworth League Presi- 
dent rendered the Leagues of the district efficient service by stimu- 
lating them to more practical things in League work. 

The Ladies Aid, the Woman’s Home and the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Societies have had I believe a good year. 

FIELD AGENTS — The Agents of the Permanent Fund, the Anti- 
Saloon League, the Iowa Methodist Hospital, and the Children’s Home 
Finding Society have shown their usual alertness in the interest of 
their work. 

THE COLLEGE] — The College has had a very successful year in 
everything but in securing necessary funds. I have believed for 
years that every pastor of the conference is in honor bound to be 
an active agent of the institution. My work will show that this was 
my attitude before I was in any sense connected with the school. 
Much of the misconception concerning the school has been the out- 
growth of the attitude of members of the conference. If the present 
outlook is realized two charges of the district will send about ten 
students each to the college for the coming year, and this is directly 
due to the interest and efforts of the pastors of these charges. We 
do not have enough of help in the field. We should have another 
man if not two to canvass for money and get in touch with pros- 
pective students. Our required educational sermons as a rule are 
great only in their failures of accomplishing anything. I suggest 
that instead of our rhetorical moonshine that we usually dish up 
to our people under the name of the Sermon on Education, we se- 
cure some every day facts about the college, its history, what is has 
accomplished, what it is now doing, and what it needs today, and then 
give to our people a straight, manly talk from the shoulder. I much 
doubt whether there has been a half dozen sermons on Christian 
Education in the district that could in any justice be called such. 

BENEVOLENCES — It is nearly impossible to get the data neces- 
sary to make a report as to the success or failure in the benevolent 
work of the year since the pastors cannot tell until the very last 
minute what they can report. If we have failed, it will be due largely 
because many pastors will not bestir themselves in these interests 
until late summer when the salary and other church expenses have 
to be raised. Every pastor should be through with his subscrip- 
tions, aside from gleanings, by Easter time. I wish we could have an 
order of conference to this effect, and then compel every man when 
he reports to tell at what time he took his benevolent offering. Of 
course the New Financial Plan is the right way, but we will have 
to wait until a new generation is born before we can hope to se- 
cure its adoption in some localities. 

REVIVALS — This has been a great year in revival work through- 
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out the district. There has been about 1300 reported conversions 
during the year. I do not remember of there ever being as many 
reported to any one district since I have been preaching. Just' what 
our net gains will be I do not know. Because of the character of 
our consecration service at last conference I would like to move 
that the number of conversions and those uniting with the church be 
a part of the report from each pastor. One thing has been made 
sure by the year’s work, our people can have the “old time fire” if 
they will pay the price. I trust that Burlington district pastors will 
again obligate themselves to try to reach another thousand the com- 
ing year for Christ and then go out and try to realize it. 

OUR CHURCH OFFICIARY — More care should be exercised by 
our pastors in selecting men and women for official position. We 
fail in many places because the people on our church boards have 
but very little of Christ-likeness. When the Master would build 
his kingdom he selected from the fisher-folk instead of from those 
who had official or social prestige. We will do well to imitate Him 
in some measure in our choice of men for place. 

I have sought earnestly and prayerfully through the year to do 
the work as I saw my duty, and now leave its results in the hands 
of Him whom I believe can over rule our mistakes. It is in this 
faith that I submit this, my fourth annual report.

MUSCATINE DISTRICT 

Bishop Shepard and the Members of the Iowa Conference, Brethren: 

PASTORAL RELATIONS — Pastors were appointed to all charges 
in the District last fall and there have been but two changes during 
the year. At the First Quarterly Conference, Columbus City was set 
off of the Columbus Junction charge and Rev. L. L. Akerson, a stud- 
ent of the Iowa Wesleyan College has served them efficiently during 
the year. In February Rev. C. R. Zimmerman, of Marengo, was 
elected, through the agency of the Foreign Missionary Society, to a 
position in a Boys’ school in Ipho, Malay. He furnishes supplies for 
the pulpit Intil the first of April when we secured the Rev. George 
Monkman for the place and, it is needless to say, the work has been 
well cared for since. 

HEALTH OF PASTORS — Only two of our pastors have suffered 
any physical disability during the year. Brothers E. R. Bartlett 
and H. B. Scoles were compelled to spend a few weeks in hospi- 
tals where they underwent operations. We are happy to state that 
each has made a satisfactory recovery. 

SALARIES — There was a moderate but healthy increase in the 
pastors’ salaries of about $1450 and we have striven diligently to 
raise the apportionments in full. Plans are on foot for an advance 
in several charges where the salary has ranged around $700. 

BENEVOLENCES — The apportionments made for the Charges, 
by the Finance Commission were adopted and, while there is an ad- 
vance in the total amounts apportioned, in some cases the amounts 
apportioned for the Home and Foreign Missionary Boards are not as 
high as they were the year before. From reports, which I have re- 
ceived from the pastors, I am fearful that advance in collections, 
if any, will be very slight. 
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THE NEW FINANCIAL PLAN — One great need of our work is 
that it should be properly financed and we have done our best to 
push the adoption of the New Financial Plan, presenting it to prac- 
tically all of the Fourth Quarterly Conferences. Quite a number of 
our charges have made the necessary plans to take a canvass soon 
after Conference, the 30th of September being the day chosen for the 
one day canvass. The plan can not be forced and it is futile to in- 
troduce it before the people are ready to push it successfully. I find 
that the stumbling block, in many Charges, is the budget for the 
benevolences, but if we are patient, and kindly persistent, there will 
come a decided improvement along these lines. 

BUILDING AND IMRPOVEMENT— The splendid $85,000 Church 
at Washington, Iowa, was dedicated by our beloved President, Bishop 
Shepard, on the 26th day of April. It is impossible for me, with 
the words allotted to this report, to give any description of this mag- 
nificent building but, suffice it to say, that it is an outstanding achieve- 
ment for Methodism of the Iowa Conference. Too much credit can 
not be given to the pastor. Dr. U. S. Smith, for his part in this enter- 
prise. He has given a good measure of his life strength to Method- 
ism in Washington and those with whom, and for whom, he has 
worked are ever ready to extend expressions of appreciation for 
what he has done for them. 

K number of charges have made improvements in their proper- 
ties. 

Wellman, at a cost of $1,500, has a basement of three rooms 
under their church. Wapello has added a like improvement and has 
also frescoed their church, all costing $2,000. North English has a 
new basement, wisely arranged for the work of the Sunday School, 
and also foi a dining room and a kitchen, at an investment of $1450. 
Letts has remodeled their parsonage, expending $1525, and now has a 
fine modern parsonage containing seven rooms and a bath. Mus- 
serville Church has been redecorated at a cost of $450 and Crawfords- 
ville has raised $814 to pay an old parsonage debt and refresco and 
paint the Church. Churches on the Oakville Charge have invested 
$420 in various improvements. Wilton has added a new Bible Class 
room, placed a new furnace and bought new carpets and rugs for 
the church, the entire cost of which was $675. A number of other 
cuuiciies have made minor improvements costing from $50 to $200. 

SALE OF THE OLD WILTON CAMP GROUND.— Under the lead- 
ership of Rev. J, C. Caughlin, president of the Muscatine County 
Camp Ground Association, the historic spot formerly held by the 
Muscatine District Camp Ground Association, was sold for $185 per 
acre and $2679.56 turned to the Permanent Fund. Personally, I must 
confess, that it was with keen regret that I saw these beautiful 
grounds, which had been the place of such blessed spiritual refresh- 
ings, turned into a corn and cattle field, but it had long since ceased 
to be used for the purpose for which it was secured and it was need- 
ful that it be disposed of. 

CONFERENCES AND CONVENTIONS— Two sessions of the Dis- 
trict Conference were held, the one in the fall at Williamsburg on 
Nov. 10-12 and the other in the spring at Ainsworth on June 2-4. 
Both were seasons of great profit. The Ep worth League Convention 
was held in Washington on June 16-17 and was a large and enthus- 
iastic Convention. A pledge of $500 was made for Bro. Eyestone’s 
school building in China. 
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CONFERENCE INTERESTS — It is most unfortunate that, on ac- 
count of location and conveniences of travel, many of the students 
of the District who should attend Iowa Wesleyan College, find their 
v'ay to other colleges, but the pastors and many of our laymen are 
loyal to our school and are hoping that better things are for us 
in the future. Rev. J. C. Kendrick has been welcomed to many of 
our lulpits coming in the interest of the Permanent Fund and I 
find the people glad to have him return to them. To the greater 
number of our people, on account of location, the Iowa Methodist 
Hospital does not appeal and yet Dr. Stoddard has been in a few of 
our churches and, I am sure, has received a hearty welcome and 
generous response to his appeal. 

REVIVALS — We have the record of 943 reported conversions dur- 
ing the year and, if all pastors had made recent reports, the number 
would undoubtedly pass the one thousand mark. The result of the 
year has again demonstrated the fact that the Revival has not ceased 
to be the greatest factor in bringing the people to Christ. We surely 
believe in a personal worker campaign for twelve months in the year 
but the Revival is the harvest time. Helpful Revivals have been held 
in all of our Charges. The largest in visible results were, Wilton 
68 conversions, Wellman 68, Nichols 58, Marengo 52, West Liberty 35, 
West Chester 35, Keota 35, Wapello 64, Brighton 25, Washington 70, 
Muscatine South 34, Muscatine North 16, Muscatine First 50, Tiffin 
35, Grandview 160, and Lone Tree and Crawfordsville 12 each. Other 
pastors have striven earnestly and diligently but have not had the 
joy of seeing the results they had hoped for, but the seed has been 
sown and the harvest time will come. 

A PERSONAL WORD — Not as a matter of form but because it 
is due, I wish to record my appreciation of the brotherly spirit of 
all of the Pastors, the kindness of their wives and families and the 
cordial spirit with which I have been received by the members of 
the Official Boards and laymen of the District. It is no simple mat- 
ter to be taken out of a Pastorate and be placed, without special 
preparation, as Superintendent of a District, and I am conscious of 
many mistakes on my part, but I have not spared myself in striving 
to give to the District my time and strength. The Lord has been 
exceedingly good and it is. to me, a matter of personal gratification 
that I am permitted to close my 22nd year in the Ministry without 
having missed a single Sunday service on account of illness.

OSKALOOSA DISTRICT 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

I present you herewith my sixth annual report of the Oskaloosa 
District. The years burdened with responsibilities and freighted with 
cares have passed rapidly. The compensation in the midst of the 
cares and toils have been the delightful fellowship of preachers and 
people, the cordial welcomes to their homes, and the hearty co- 
operation when and wherever possible. With the special delight 
that comes with the thought of a return to the pastorate, ever our 
chosen field, and from which there is no promotion in service, and 
fellowship, there is inevitably a feeling of sadness in the thought 
that we are to break ties that have become very strong, growing 
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with the years and activities on the district until they hold our af- 
fections with a force that seems hard to sunder. From these years 
of almost constant travel and cumulating cares we turn to the pas- 
torate as the Psalmist turned with delight to the “Green pastures 
and still waters.” We congratulate whoever is chosen to the super- 
intendency of the Oskaloosa District with the assurance that along 
with the responsibilities and cares of district work he will find al- 
ways and everywhere the most cordial welcome and hearty co-opera- 
tion. 

THE PASTORATES — As is usual some changes were necessitated 
after the adjournment of conference. R. T. Richards appointed to 
the Taintor-Guernsey charge found after conference that a serious 
throat trouble would necessitate a rest from the pastorate and preach- 
ing and T. A. Avery was appointed to supply the charge. W. N. 
Hall supplied the Fremont charge until a pastor was secured in C. 
E. Burdine. J. L. Pickett, formerly a member of one of the Illinois 
conferences was appointed to the Martinsburg charge. C. C. Harris 
supplying the Ewart charge resigned early in the year and A. B. 
Johnson was changed from the Lynnville charge and appointed to 
the Ewart, but on account of the illness of his wife soon moved to 
Wisconsin and A. A. Seifert of the Des Moines Conference was ap- 
pointed to finish the year. W. D. Gray a supply on the Beacon charge 
was changed to the Lynnville charge and W. N. Hall appointed to 
the Beacon charge. These supplies have in most cases rendered 
faithful and efficient service and accomplished all that could be 
expected under existing conditions. 

In connection with the pastorates some changes will be recom- 
mended to the cabinet in the charges with the purpose of making 
Dossible a living or reasonable support for the pastors and their fam- 
ilies, and in some cases to not overburden the people in order to 
support the pastor. Among these will be the dropping the Taintor- 
Guernsey charge and associating Taintor with the Lynnville charge 
and Guernsey with a charge in the Muscatine district. It is a ques- 
tion also whether Sully will be able, longer to support a pastor or 
be associated with another charge. 

CHURCHES AND PARSONAGES — The district is well supplied 
with church buildings and parsonages, in fact in some cases over- 
supplied so that the selling of some churches would be an advantage 
because of their contiguous relation to other Methodist churches. 
In addition to the several that have been sold during the six years 
several others could be sold to advantage, though where a Sabbath 
School can be maintained the church ought to be retained even though 
regular nreaching services m«v not be possible for the time being, 
as in additon to the Sabbath School important in every neighborhood 
a reyiyal may change the condition and re-establish the regular 
nreaching seryice. We haye an illustration of this in the Spring- 
field church abandoned as to nreaching seryices for some years, 
but a revival this year has built up a snlendid congregation and 
regular preaching services are again maintained. 

The new church building at Newton is progressing in the face 
of some difficult problems, but will be pushed through and com- 
pleted early the coming year and will be among the finest church 
buildings in the conference A new church of excellent design is 
in process of building at Brooklyn and will cost when completed 
some thirty-five thousand dollars and win he ready for dedication 
some time ip November or Decomher. The churches Baines Citv 
and Deep River were dedicated early in the yea:\ The church at 
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Webster has been rebuilt and is in plan and convenience as good as 
a new church would have been. A new church building enterprise is 
being pushed with earnestness at Sheridan on the Sonora charge and 
will cost when finished, some six or seven thousand dollars. The 
church at Grinnell is installing a fine pipe organ costing $3,500.00 
that will be ready by after conference. The following expenditures 
in way of improvements have been reported: Attica $582; Barnes 

City, building and improving, $3,776; Brooklyn, building, $35,000; 
Bussey, $445; Cedar, $488; Delta, $415; Deep River, $7,100; Eddy- 
ville, $50; Grinnell, $3,500; Harvey, $220; Hedrick, $118; Killduff, 
$115; Knoxville, $200; Knoxville Ct., $200; Malcom, $500; Martins- 
burg, $150; Montezuma, $821; New Sharon, $80; Pella, $200; Reas- 
oner, $54; Rose Hill, $600; Sonora, $65; Tracey, $135; Thornburg, 
$1,608; Webster, $4,000; What Cheer, $78. A total of $29,070.00 not 
including the amounts raised or being raised for the Newton and 
Sheridan churches, and improvements in the Knoxville church cost- 
ing some $1,200, but not yet provided for. 



FINANCES — The salaries were with but an exception or two 
either increased in the allowances made at the beginning of the year 
or allowed to remain as the former year. The total increase in 
salary allowances at beginning of the year including the Knoxville 
circuit comparatively a new work was about $3,000.00 and most of 
the salaries will be paid in full. A few exceptions will be reported 
and one or two of these will report humiliating deficits in spite of 
all that could be done to prevent such results. The failures in al- 
most every case has been due to either no system or indifference 
as to working what system had been adopted on the part of the 
stewards. Almost any system worked is better than the best system 
not worked, as no system will work itself. 

The benevolences, T am confident will make a good showing, 
but I fear there will not be the increase that we had hoped for and 
especially in favor of the Towa Wesleyan, though I think our report 
will compare favorably with the other districts considering the facts 
of our remoteness from the college and the environment of other 
colleges. 



SOCIETIES — The Sabbath Schools within the district have for 
the past two years been growing in numbers and interest, largely 
through the adult class movement. In many places the men’s classes 
have absorbed the former Methodist Brotherhood movement so that 
we have but one Methodist Brotherhood under that name in the dis- 
trict. This movement of adult classes in the Sabbath Schools is 
beyond doubt one of the most hopeful signs of the times and the 
pastor is not open visioned as to the future who is not taking ad- 
vantage of the movement. The Epworth and Junior Leagues are 
holding their own but are not showing the growth and increasing 
interest that should be expected possibly owing to the fact that they 
have no objective ends in view, but merely aiming to be religious 
and so bold their meeting for that sole purpose. The W. F. M. S. and 
W. H. M. S. haye both been active and doing excellent wo^k All 
these have held theiv conventions which weT-e well attended and 
interesting. The I adies \id Societies over the district have been 
active, aggressive «nd helpful to the pastors and the churches in 
carrying forward their work. Two sessions of the District confer- 
ence were held both of them well attended. 



REVIVALS — As a result of the consecration service held at our 



J 
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last session under the direction of Bishop Shepard, the slogan adopt- 
ed by our District Conference at its first session was “A Thousand 
Conversions in the Oskaloosa District this year,” and the pastors 
began early in the year to plan and work to that end and I am glad 
to report that we went nearly two hundred beyond the thousand line. 

I close this, my sixth annual report, with devout thankfulness 
for a degree of health and strength enabling me with rare excep- 
tions to fill all appointments and hold all the quarterly conferences 
and to each charge even with the enlarged district give its full 
share of service. With the exception of the accident last year re- 
sulting in a broken arm and rib that necessitated a rest of over 
one Sabbath there have been but three instances in the six years 
of failure to be on hand for the duties of the quarterly meetings. 
I am also grateful to the brethren, both those who are now, and 
those who have been members of the district for their helpful, con- 
siderate and patient co-operation in all the plans for furthering the 
interests of the district. It has been a matter of gratitude that no 
deaths have occurred among the pastors of these years and but few 
instances that shadows of bereavement have entered any of the 
parsonage homes. The present year but two parsonages have had 
even serious affliction, at Kellogg the pastor and his wife have both 
been in the hospital for serious surgical operation and at Eddyville 
the pastor’s wife has been in the hospital for four months giving 
him the additional anxiety and care on account of her illness. One 
of the Retired members of the conference from the Oskaloosa dis- 
trict, J. C. W. Coxe D. D., living in California, was called to his re- 
ward after his many years of great activity, efficiency and usefulness. 

With an abiding interest in the future of the Oskaloosa District, 
a heartfelt prayer of “God bless you all,” and cheerful anticipations 
of the return to the pastorate I submit this report.

OTTUMWA DISTRICT 

Dear Bishop Shepard and Brethren: 

With deep appreciation of the uniform kindness of the Ministers, 
their families and the members and friends of the District and with 
gratitude to Almighty God for His mercy and goodness, I submit this 
report. 

CHANGES — Brother O. G. Orcutt, having gone into the Sunday 
School Work for our church in the State, B. G. Hankins was sent to 
Milton and M. D. Cox was appointed to Agency. When Exline was 
left by G. P. Badgley, Jesse Rudkin was sent to supply that work 
until Conference. Our supply at Packwood, the Rev. L. S. Koch, 
having resigned, W. E. Buell was secured to finish out the year. 
Brother W. E. Whitlock, Kirksville, was transferred soon after con- 
ference to the N. W. Iowa Conference and C. H. Montgomery appointed 
to that charge. 

SPIRITUAL — Like other Districts, we set out last fall to bring 
at least one thousand to the Savior this year. I am glad to report 
today that we have had a few more than OneThousand Five Hundred 
conversions and reclamations. This revival has quickened the spir- 
itual life of the church. We have about Seventy-five Sunday Schools 
in the District with a membership of Nine and one-half Thousand. 
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One good feature of the Sunday School work is an increase in the 
average attendance. 

There are Thirty-eight or Thirty-nine Epworth Leagues with a 
membership of Two Thousand taking 540 Epworth Heralds. 

There are about 700 Advocate subscribers in the District. 

We have a number of Prayer and Class meetings with an average 
attendance of about the same as last year and that far too small. 

FINANCE! — Last fall we undertook the “Every Member Canvass” 
and met with a degree of success. Where this plan has been used 
even in part (like we instruct the children) it has been very helpful. 
In the majority of the charges the salary will be paid in full, al- 
though we have had in some sections poor crops and little work in 
the coal mine regions. We expect to join in the campaign soon after 
this conference for the promotion of the “New Plan.” 

. BENEVOLENCES — We have undertaken the apportionments as 
sent out by the Commission and will report, I think, a slight gain 
over last year, though not the full amount asked for. I am still of 
the conviction that many of us do not begin soon enough in the 
year on our benevolences. We delay until our work comes more 
or less in contact with the work of the Stewards in the effort to 
round up their work and thus we have two financial efforts in the 
charge at the same time. It will be a day of great advance when we 
adopt the “Duplex Plan” which will help the church to recognize 
the Benevolences as their work as well as that of the minister. 
Some of our people still consider the preacher’s interest in this line 
simply an effort to make a good showing and build or save a repu- 
tation in the conference. The Lord hasten the day when it is done 
as unto the Lord. 

OUR COLLEGE! — We rejoice with President Schell in the fine 
record made last year by the Iowa Wesleyan College. There is only 
one thing for us to do, and do more of, “BOOST” first, last and all 
the time for our own institution. 

THE IOWA CONFERENCE PERMANENT FUND— Brother Kendrick’s 
report will show a good gain in the amount of the Permanent Fund. 
We should be able to reach our first goal this coming year and by 
another have made it the Hundred Thousand dollars. 

BUILDING AND IMPROVEMENTS — We have no new buildings to 
report for this year but have expended, in the payment of old debts 
and improvements, about $6,000 as follows; Packwood, $50; Kirk- 
ville, $125; Mystic, $150; Bloomfield Circuit, $492; Albia, $300; Pitts- 
burg and Moravia, $30 each; Avery, $574; Troy, $321; Iconium, $262; 
Bloomfield, $1,058; Keosauqua, $110; Douds Leando, $475; Main St. 
Ottumwa and Drakesville, $50 each; Cantril, $100; Eldon, $175; Pu- 
laski and Lovilia, $150 each; Milton and Centerville $200 each; Agency 
and Buxton, $75 each; Chillicothe, $80; Willard St. Ottumwa, $235; 
Ottumwa Circuit, $140; Blakesburg, $300; Farson, $590. 

CONFERENCES AND CONVENTIONS — Two very helpful sessions 
of the District Conference were held. The fall meeting was held 
in Blakesburg and the Spring session in Main Street church, Ottumwa. 
The thanks of the District are due to both places for their well 
planned and royal entertainment. 

The Epworth League Convention was held in June in Agency 
and though very largely attended was well cared for. It was a great 
convention, at the close of which five young people consecrated them- 
selves to the Lord for special work. 

THE WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY held their 
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district convention in Centerville, April 24-26. This society has twen- 
ty-three auxiliaries with a membership of eight hundred. Six “Stand- 
ard Bearers” numbering one hundred eighteen, five “King’s Heralds” 
with one hundred seventeen members and three “Little Light Bearers” 
numbering sixty. 

THE WOMAN’S HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY met in convention 
in Ottumwa First Church, April 17-19. There are twelve auxiliaries 
of the Home Society with a membership of 525. They have eight 
“Queen Esther Circles” and 200 members; three bands of “Mother’s 
Jewels” numbering 73. All of these organizations are doing splen- 
did work and I wish to bespeak for them the hearty co-operation of 
the pastors and members of the church. 

TEMPERANCE] — I desire to call attention to the advance move- 
ment of the Temperance forces under the leadership of the Iowa Anti- 
Saloon League. The movement originates with the Temperance com- 
mittee of the Des Moines Conference and contemplates holding, dur- 
ing the month of October, at least four conventions within the bounds 
of the Four Iowa Conferences for the purpose of organizing an edu- 
cational campaign throughout the entire state for the election of tem- 
perance men to the Legislature. 

SORROWS — The year with its victories has also had sorrows. On 
the fifteenth of November last, the Rev. Jas. G. Barton, retired mem- 
ber of this conference and member of the Willard Street quarterly, 
passed into the Beyond. 

August 2nd, Brother Clarence Lewis Jordan, our pastor at Drakes- 
vlle, preached three times and drove some fifteen miles. He left 
the evening service at 9:30 and by 10:30 was not, for the Lord had 
taken him. 

Suitable obituaries will appear in the Conference Journal. 

Brother J. C. Behrens, our pastor in Keosauqua, underwent a 
surgical operation in the Iowa Methodist Hospital in the early spring. 
I am glad to report that he is rapidly recovering his normal health 
and strength. 

Mrs. A. B. Cadwell, wife of our pastor at Albia, also is conval- 
escing nicely after a hospital experience. 

Sisters Smith, of Moulton, and Decker, of Moravia, were ill during 
the year, but are better now. 

Mrs. W. L. Selby, our pastor’s wife in Eldon, has had a hard 
year, but the spring and summer have brought some return of health. 

In all of this sorrow and sickness the Lord has been a very 
present help and comfort. 

Our tasks will soon be done, the battles fought, the victories won. 
’Til then may we all be faithful.

STATE OF CHURCH AND STATE 

This is the day of large tasks and organized powers. The Church 
for higher efficiency must co-ordinate and concentrate her life through 
federation and union, and may the day soon come when all our Metn- 
odisms will dwell in one organic fold, to dedicate all its power to 
man’s life and world being in the utter abandon and forgetfulness 
of unselfish service. We deplore the European war — its suffering 
and slaughter, its arrest of progress and the Kingdom of God, and 
denounce it as a crime against God and man. We declare that Chris- 
tianity, which professes to love God and at the same time marches 
men in the name of God to war and slaughter, an emasculated and 
false Christianity. We declare that civilization a painted barbarism, 
that cries “God for my country,” rather than my country for God; that 
affirms “Man exists for the government,” rather than the Government 
for man; and that drives men and nations to bloody strife, with the 
tragic and obstreperous buffoonery of an imperialism based on the 
political and discarded heresy of the “Divine right of kings.” 

We thank God that our nation is at peace with the world; that 
in the midst of great personal sorrow and the heavy burdens inci- 
dent to his high office, our Christian president has been sustained 
and guided into high statesmanship and lofty adminstration of world 
affairs. We pray God to use him to bring back world peace. 

We insist that the church boldly stand for spiritual values; 
for the Bible as the supernatural book; for Christianity as revealed 
religion; for Christ as the Divine Savior; for the Holy Ghost as the 
Cleanse/ and transformer of men into Christ’s image; for Christian 
education and for a converted, Godly, trained ministry and a Chris- 
tian citizenship. 

We insist that the church jealously guard all her boards, offices, 
pulpits, presses and places of trust and authority against the secu- 
larizing and rationalizing infiuences that constantly seek her recog- 
nition, sanction and support — and to give us more and more a lead- 
ership that is itself led of God. 

We call upon our pastors and people to discountenance the Chau- 
tauquas that commercialize the Sabbath day. It must be kept holy — 
a day of rest and worship — if the Church is to survive and society 
and the state not lapse into paganism. 

As a check to the consciousless, blaspheming. Sabbath breaking, 
pleasure-seeking license of the times which nullifies the laws of God 
and man and feels no responsibility, we call upo nail our people to 
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put God, Religion and the Church first, and to shine as lights in the 
world themselves, in all their relations to God and man. 

What the State needs is not more armament, what the Church 
needs is not more equipment, but what both need is more men and 
women who love and fear God and keep His commandments. 

What Church and State need is a Revival of Religion that ex- 
presses itself in private and public righteousness; the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost that creates a new manhood. What the State needs is 
more Church. Politically they can and should be separated, but act- 
ually they must never be. They must be and ultimately they will be 
one in life. Let none despair. God is not dead. He is blessing his 
church and filling her with the joy of Victory and Service. He is 
“King of Kings,” “The Prince of Peace.” He will over-rule all 
earth’s war Lords — and all the powers of injustice and strife. God 
will make the wrath of man praise Him and bring out of all world 
tumult and wrong, the peace, happiness and good of man, which is 
the glory of God — ’til this old sin-cursed and battered world is rad- 
iant with the white ray of truth and righteousness.

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A MEMORIAL FROM THE VERMONT CONFERENCE TO 
THE GENERAL CONFERENCE OF THE METHODIST 
EPISCOPAL CHURCH IN 1916, RELATING 
TO THE SUPPORT OF CONFER- 
ENCE CLAIMANTS 

Whereas, Those Local Preachers who are used continuously as 
pastoral supplies have, according to the Discipline, no provision made 
for their temporal needs when their time of retirement arrives, and 
Whereas, Their claims, upon moral grounds, are as valid as the 
claims of members of an Annual Conference: therefore. 

The Vermont Annual Conference memorializes the General Con- 
ference which is to be held in May 1916, to add sections three and 
four to paragraph 323 of the Discipline v/hich shall read as follows: 
SECTION THREE. Local Preachers who have served in the same 
Annual Conference as pastoral supplies for at least ten (10) con- 
secutive years, may become beneficiaries of the Funds of the Confer- 
ence when the said Annual Conference shall so vote; provided, that 
all moneys distributed to such beneficiaries shall be drawn ex- 
clusively from the income of such Permanent Funds as the said 
Annual Conference may have secured. 

The names of all such beneficiaries shall appear in a list by 
themselves, whether retained by the Conference itself or forwarded 
to the General Conference Board of Conference Claimants. 

SECTION FOUR. The widows and dependent children of such 
Local Preachers as are specified in Section 3, may become beneficiar- 
ies of the same funds of the Annual Conference when the said An- 
nual Conference shall so vote; and the same rules concerning the 
tabulation of names shall apply to widov/s and children as those 
relating to Local Preachers.

SABBATH OBSERVANCE 

WHEREAS, the tendency to the holiday and v/ork day Sunday 
have become marked, and it is necessary for good citizens of all 
classes to unite in an effort to preserve the quiet, thoughtful 
and worshipful Sunday for ourselves, our children, and the inter- 
ests of our country ; 

WHEREAS, the Sunday LEAGUE of AMERICA has taken the 
lead in this movement to call a halt on these tendencies and to re- 
store that type of a Sunday recognized in cur law, our history, and 
our civilization; 

WHEREAS, our General Conference ten years ago put the 
Sunday League of AMERICA into the discipline of our Church by 
the side of the American Bible Society as one of the two interdenom- 
inational societies worthy of special notice and in fact every General 
Conference since has prominently recognized its value; 

WHEREAS, the Sunday League of AMERICA does not ask for any 
collections, but seeks instead to place its popular literature which 
we have examined and approve of as valuable and inexpensive; 

WHEREAS, Dr. Thomsen, the general manager of the League 
proposes to make a tour of our state in the near future holding inter- 
denominational meetings to arouse the people on this subject; 

WHEREAS, his work comes to us most highly commended as 
helpful to the churches and civic conditions; 

THEREFORE, we hereby pledge ourselves to assist him in se- 
curing engagements for such meetings and subscriptions for his lit- 
erature, toeducate the conscience, and indoctrinate the people of 
all faiths on the Sunday question. 

We are glad to learn that in next July there will be held at San 
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Francisco in connection with the Panama Exposition a Worlds’ LORD’S 
Day Congress. 

We have listened to the addresses of Dr. Thomsen delivered on 
Friday and rejoice in the stimulating touch he gives to the cause. 

We suggest that two members of this conference be appointed 
by the resident Bishop as delegates to this session and in case 
they cannot attend, that the Bishop appoint two others on the 
nomination of District Superintendents. 



SUNDAY SCHOOLS 

1. Realizing the fact that never before has the home and foreign 
field demanded greater effort on the part of the Church, nor offered 
greater opportunities to the forces of God than it does at the present 
time; and whereas the lack of moral and religious instruction in 
the public schools of our country, and the utter neglect of so many 
parents to assume in any adequate sense this sacred obligation to 
the children of their homes, places upon the Sunday School the grave 
task of training our youth for Christian citizenship, therefore we 
would urge the members of this conference to look well after the 
work of our Sunday Schools and guard their interests with all dili- 
gence and zeal befitting a cause that is second to none in all the 
activities of the Church. 

2. Whereas, definite preparation is so essential to successful 
leadership in any cause and whereas the general board has pro- 
vided an excellent course in teacher training, let us make much 
of this feature of our work, and let us lead our choicest young people 
to see that the call of God to giving instruction in the Sunday School 
may be as definite and urgent as a call to the ministry and again that 
a call to service is also a call to preparation for such service. 

3. Since the salvation of the unsaved and the conversion of 
sinners must be the chief aim of our Christian activities, therefore 
let us make much of decision day, and let the pastors exercise great 
care in the selection of teachers who are converted and who can 
lead others to Christ, and let us call upon them to make this the 
all-consuming passion of their lives. 

4. We rejoice in the achievement of the general board and re- 
commend a generous financial support to meet the pressing needs. 

5. We desire hereby to give our most hearty endorsement to 
the appointment and work of the State Sec’y 0. G. Orcutt, We note 
with pleasure the success that has crowned his efforts throughout 
the state in the holding of institutes in various places easily ac- 
cessible by all the army of Sunday School workers, and we pledge 
him our hearty co-operation in further efforts for the year. 

6. We have been greatly inspired by the presence and address 
of Secretary Edgar Blake D. D., of Chicago, and promise him the 
hand of welcome to the future sessions of our Conference.

ing the month of October, for the purpose of promoting an edu- 
cational campaign working to the election of a legislature in Iowa 
that will repeal the mulct law and favor state and national prohibition. 

It is further reauested that the first convention be held within 
the bounds of the Iowa Conference on the 12th and 13th of next 
October and that such convention be composed of delegates from 
the churches of all denominations operating within the hounds of 
said territory. 

Inasmuch as our Church Discipline, Chapter 13, Article 5, fully 
authorizes such co-operation, we hereby recommend that the whole 
matter be referred to our Temperance Board with instructions to 
render hearty co-operation with this movement in order that the 
voters of Iowa may learn the attitude on temperance of every can- 
didate for office, especially of United States senators and congress- 
men, and candidates for state and legislative officers and supreme 
justice of Iowa.

Pursuatn to call, a joint meeting of the Committees on Con- 
ference Merger for the Iowa and Des Moines Annual Conferences 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, was held in First Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Des Moines, Iowa, on Tuesday, August 18th, 1914, 
at 1:30 p. m. Present, from the Iowa Conference: Revs. J. W. Lam- 

bert, U. S. Smith, A. B. Cadwell and W. H. Perdew; from the Des 
Moines Conference: Revs. E. M. Holmes, A. E. Griffith and L. K. 

Billingsley. 

On motion of E. M. Holmes, J. W. Lambert was elected chair- 
man of the Joint Meeting, and on motion of U. S. Smith, L. K. Billings- 
ley was elected secretary. Prayer was offered by E. M. Holmes. The 
Chairman requested Mr. Holmes to make a statement of the purpose 
for which the committees were called together, which he did. The 
secretary read the resolutions of the Iowa Conference which were 
sent to the Des Moines Conference at its 1913 session, and also the 
action of the Des Moines Conference thereon, which resolutions show 
the purpose for which the committees from tne two Conferences were 
designated. 

An informal discussion of the merits of the question of the pro- 
posed Merger was had, in which every member of the committee from 
both Conferences participated. Hon. W. H. Berry of Indianola, chair- 
man of the Board of Trustees of Simpson College, was invited to 
speak, and he addressed the committee at some length. Dr. Hillman, 
pastor of First Church, Des Moines, who recently came from the East 
Ohio Conference which has lately merged with the North Ohio Con- 
ference, was asked to speak of the effect of that merger upon the 
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educational interests involved particularly. He responded, indicat- 
ing that it is the general opinion that the merger has been HELPFUL 
rather than PREJUDICIAL to those nterests, as well as many others. 

After discussion was had, U. S. Smith moved that a vote of the 
Joint Committee be taken by ballot upon the question of the advis- 
ability of the merging of the two Conferences, those favoring such 
merger to vote “aye” and those opposed, “no.” The vote was taken, 
all members present voting. Total number of votes cast, 7. Number 
voting “aye”, 6; number voting “no” 1. 

The secretary was requested to send a copy of the minutes of 
this meeting to the secretaries of the conference committees, for 
presentation to their respective Annual Conferences. U. S. Smith 
was designated as Secretary for the Iowa Conference, and L. K.

He received his Master’s Degree 
irom Wesleyan University in 1865, having entered the ministry of 
the Methodist Episcopal church the previous year. 

Ten years of active service he gave to the East. In the pastorate 
in Bellows Falls, Groton, Lyndon, Springfield, Montpelier — all in Ver- 
mont. For two years he was principal of the Vermont Methodist 
Seminary at Princeton. Then came Iowa with pastorates at Bur- 
lington, Washington, Oskaloosa and Brooklyn, following which he 
was Western General Agent for the S. S. Union and Tract Society. 
From 1895 to 1901 he was Presiding Elder of the Muscatine District. 
Pastor at Knoxville 1901 to 1903. He was assistant pastor of Oska- 
loosa charge from 1904 to 1909, when he became Supernumerary and 
entered the Retired relation in 1911. 

He served the church as Trustee of Wesleyan University from 
1874 to 1878, Trustee of Iowa Wesleyan 1880 to 1892; member of the 
Book Committee 1884 to 1888; member of the Board of Control of 
the Epworth League, 1900 to 1904; he was one of the founders of the 
Epworth League at the memorable meeting in Cleveland; delegate to 
the General Conference 1872, 1884, 1888, 1900 and reserve delegate 
in 1896. 

Scholastic honors were richly deserved, modestly and honorably 
worn by Dr. Coxe. They were not the price of any principle. He 
would have repudiated with deserved indignation any attempt to 
purchase his favor with the suggestion of an honor. “Worthily won 
to be worthily w'orn” was his motto, to which he gave himself with 
unswerving allegiance. Cornell College made him a Doctor of Phil- 
osophy in 1876; Old Wesleyan, a Doctor of Divinity in 1881; Iowa 
Wesleyan honored him by conferring the Degree of Doctor of the Hu- 
manities in 1906. He was a member of Psi Upsilon and was elected 
to Phi Beta Kappa by Wesleyan at Middletown, Conn.

Knowledge gained after the active 
years of life had passed was not, in his judgment, impedimenta to 
be left behind on the field of battle; rather it was his firm, unyielding 
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confidence that beyond the boundaries of time and space, in the other 
world that invisible lies contiguous to this he would find play for 
that intellect which delighted itself in ever increasing richness 
and power. 

His studies led him into wide realms — history, philosophy, the- 
ology — which he called “the queen of the sciences” — poetry and po- 
lite literature, in which latter he found great delight. He was widely 
read, and was a most discriminating reader. It was always a pleas- 
ure to peruse a volume whose landscapes he had viewed, whose for- 
ests he had explored, whose valleys and mountains he had traversed 
and by whose limpid waters he had rested or from the sparkling 
waters of which he had refreshed himself. The underscored phrase, 
the parallel lines on the margin, the significant question mark, the 
marginal note of commendation or dissent or suggestion — all indi- 
cated how the book had been subjected to the crucible of his critical 
mind and had been measured by the criterion of his enlightened 
judgment. 

Of books he was passionately fond. To him they were alive 
with interest, almost human in their companionships. But he was 
no mere bibliophile. He had an enduring interest in men and in 
the great problems that affect the humanity of today. Oppression 
he hated. His sword was unsheathed against injustice wherever 
disclosed. Of keen observation and splendid practical judgment, he 
was a man of affairs, abreast of the times, familiar with the cur- 
rents of modern thought and thoroughly appreciative of modern 
progress. 

His interest in the men of the Iowa Conference was ever keen, 
and especially marked during the later years of his life. Joyous 
over their success, he was profoundly touched by their adversities. 
The sword had pierced his own heart and he was sympathetic. He 
was no stranger to pain and familiar with sorrow, but the poignant 
thrust of the biting steel made tender his heart. He bowed in sub- 
mission to the will of God, and none e’er knew how deep the wound 
save those who had experienced a kindred thrust. 

As a preacher he often excelled. “His sermons held lofty themes 
in clear thought, and exact, often felicitous, expression. In the rev- 
erent and dignified pose of his splendid form he graced the pulpit, 
and as with fine voice and perfect enunciation, often with a warm, 
kindling smile, he preached a living gospel, Dr. Coxe was a ‘workman 
needing not to be ashamed’ ”. 

He was at ease among the leaders of the church, always creating 
a deep impression of his ability upon the most discerning minds. 
His judgment was heard with attention and his opinions respected 
in the councils of the church or brotherhood. Ready in repartee, pene- 
trating in analysis, clear in judgment, facile in summary, dextrous 
in argument, a master of expression, he never failed to challenge 
attention. 

Serenely he came to the closing days of his life. “I am fac- 
ing the invisible — and inevitable,” he said, “though the latter may be 
delayed months or years. It belongeth not to my care whether I 
die or live; that rests with a wiser One than any human being and 
I am content in His care.” The inevitable was not long delayed. He 
was in the grip of death, but with spirit calm he wrote, “No fear — no 
tremor — supreme confidence that death is swallowed up of victory.” 
Dr. W. G. Wilson, who was with him much during his last illness 
says, “His spirit during his sickness was wondrously beautful and 
Christ-like, and while he was fading so rapidly and could talk with 
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difficulty his mind remained clear as sunshine, quoting most appro- 
prate passages from the Scriptures, as also choice things from auth- 
ors and poets. A good man has passed out of our sight, and he 
has left a great testimony.” 

Tuesday, July 28th, 1914, his noble soul broke its earthy moor- 
ings, slipped down God’s shining incline to the shoreless sea, wel- 
comed the gales that ever friendly blow, while for him an era, eter- 
nal in expanse, of completer knowledge, sublimer wisdom, profounder 
thought and abounding life, had begun. 

Funeral services were first held in Los Angeles, where he was 
admired, honored and loved; then in Washington, Iowa, his home 
for many years, where with appropriate services his body was laid 
to rest. 



CLARENCE LEWIS JORDAN 

Clarence Lewis Jordan was born in Wheeling, W, Va., July 15, 

1866, and died in the parsonage in Drakesville, Iowa, August 2, 1914, 

► aged 48 years and 17 days. 

In his boyhood he moved to Jacksonville, Ills., where his school 
and college days were spent. June, of 1880, he received Exhorter’s 
license and in 1887 he was given Local Preacher’s License and admit- 
ted into the Illinois Conference on trial. 

He served in this Conference until 1903, when he transferred to 
the Minnesota Conference.

The Committee on Resolutions reported the following Resolu- 
tions which were on motion adopted, and the committee were re- 
quested to read them before the Annual Conference: 

We, the committee on Resolutions respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing: 

Be it Resolved by the Laymen’s Association of the Iowa Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church in its sixth annual session 
assembled: 

1st. That while the increased interest manifested by those in 
attendance from year to year is most gratifying, it is the sense of 
this Laymen’s Association that the District Superintendents and Min- 
isters of the Iowa Conference should manifest greater interest in 
the Laymen’s movement and emphasize the importance of every 
charge sending a representative to our Annual sessions. 

2nd. That we declare ourselves in favor of some plan whereby 
Laymen will be afforded representation in the Annual Conference. 

3rd. That we hereby express our gratitude to the people of Ft. 
Madison for the hospitality shown us, and to the congregation and 
Pastor of St. Paul’s English Lutheran Church for the use of their 
edifice in which to hold our meetings. 

4th. That we are especially gratified to note the continuous and 
rapid advance of the temperance movement throughout our Beloved

Land and pray that God’s blessing may rest upon every instrument- 
ality engaged in furthering this most vital cause. 

5th. That we will not knowingly work nor vote for any can- 
didate for public office who does not favor the cause of Temperance, 
if there be a candidate available who is known to favor the Temper- 
ance cause. 

6th. That by assiduous attention to our political obligations we 
will be more zealous in our efforts to prevent the dominance of any 
church in public office and in the life of the Nation. 

7th. Whereas the General Conference has provided that 1915 
shall be the Jubilee Year of Methodism for the pushing of the in- 
terests of our worn-out Ministers, and whereas the Iowa Conference 
has put itself on record in favor of this forward movement, therefor. 
Resolved, That we bid the Conference Secretary for our permanent 
fund, Rev. J. C. Kendrick, God-speed in his work and pledge to him 
our hearty co-operation. 

8th. That, recognizing the great value of the work of the Sunday 
School in advancing God’s Kingdom and that proper religious edu- 
cation requires trained leadershp, we recommend that the various 
churches give especial attention to the training of its teachers by 
establishing a teachers training course. 

9th. That we earnestly urge the importance upon the Great 
Methodist Church, Ministers and Laymen, of putting forth an untiring, 
unfaltering and persistent effort to secure through every legitimate 
means the rehabilitation of Christ and the Bible in our public schools, 
to the end that a Bible lesson shall be read and prayer offered daily 
in every grade in our public schools. 

10th. That this Association views with great rejoicing the fact 
that God and the world today demands personal evangelism in the sal- 
vation of souls, affording increased opportunity for laymen to work 
side by side with his minister in building up the Kingdom and evangel- 
izing the world. 

11th. That we believe the Master is placing the responsibility for 
the Conversion of the world upon the Layman as never before and we 
believe the Gospel Team Movement “born of Christ’’ — only an infant 
organization in point of time but of gigantic structure and infinite 
possibilities; already counting thousands of conversions over the land 
where it has been active. We therefore commend this plan of active 
and effective Christian service to the prayerful consideration of every 
charge in the Iowa Conference. 

12th. That since it is a recognized fact that the forces of evil on 
every hand are organized for their own protection and for the pur- 
pose of influencing legislation, we favor the perfection of a Layman’s 
interdenominational Protestant Civic Organization in every county in 
this Conference and throughout the State— for the purpose of dealing 
with all public questions that are vital to the Church and to the Mor- 
als and Intergrity of its people; for purpose of interviewing candi- 
dates and ascertaining their position on such questions and for the 
further purpose of disseminating knowledge thus acquired to every 
churchman affected. 

13th. That we declare ourselves unfaltering and unequivocally 
in favor of our people demanding a single standard of morality for 
men and women, knowing from careful research and from scientific 
knowledge that there is no reason in deed nor in fact, nor any 
just interpretation of Nature’s laws which warrant the deduction that 
God in his mercy or man in his right reason should put the stamp of 
approval upon this shamefaced double standard, we therefore com- 
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mend the Mann Act and urge the enactment of similar State laws, 
together with other most stringent measures for the protection of our 
precious girlhood and womanhood, carrying with it increasingly 
severe punishment for the violation of woman’s chastity. We view 
the great hue and cry, that for men it is a necessary evil and simply 
needs to be segregated, is a subterfuge, and we furthermore believe 
that any one and every one who subscribes to such belief should be 
viewed with the suspicion that be but seeks to excuse himself, and 
to be consistent would intentionally drive his own boy into debauch- 
ery.
